which they travelled. Until after the 
Scurgeon river was left beliud there was 
not much to see, except timber; at the 
round plain, six miles from town, there 
is @ small area of arable land. but the soil 
is rather light. As they proceeded in 
the direction of Snake Plain, however, 
and threugh the Shell river valley, they 
were surprised at the extent and richness 
of the land suited to agricultural pursuits. 
The soil is first class, and there is practi- 
cally no limit to the extent of goed farm- 
ing land. It is well watered, and there 
is abundance of first-class timber for all 
purposes. For grazing purposes this 
section of eountry cannot be excelled in 
the entire Northwest. Grasses of the 
most nutritive kind abound in unsur- 
passed Juxuriance and in inexhaustible 
quantities. As yet, no settlement has 
been done in the Shell river dictrict, but 
recently a number of farmers have gone 
in froin Prince Albert and have taken up 
claims, and there are more to follow 
shortly. Noportion cf Saskatchewan 
offers so favorably as a field for settle 

ment, expecially for those who wish to 
go into mixed farming, and when its 
advantages become known, it will not be 
long in filling up. At Mistowasis reserve 
the Indian farms presented a fine appear- 
ance. The grain and other crops were 
far advanced and gave promise of an 
abundant harvest, although they had 
been to a slight extent injured by the 
drought. The Indians on the reserve 
were well provided for by the Govern- 
ment, and perfectly contented. This 
band have a large number of cattle which 
belong to the Government, but the In- 
dians, besides these, own large numbers 
of cattle and horses, which are their own 
property. Mr. Finlayson, the agent, 
conducted the visitors over the reserve 
and through the agercy buildings, and 
revealed—by the well filled warehonses 
—the fact that the Indians were most 
liberally provided for. There is not a 
very large area under crop in the Snake 
Plain district, as there are only a few 
settlers in it, but what crop there is will 
mature early and yield a good return. 
On leaving the reserve the party pro- 


The French half-breeds all appeared to 
be confortable and satisfied, and «eemed 
to be without a grievance. Atan early 
hour ou Saturday morning a start was 
made in the direction of Prince Albert. 
The river was crossed at St. Laurent, 
and at 2 o'clock in the afternoon the 
party arrived at the summit of Red Deer 
Hill, where an immense gathering of 
farmers from all parte of the district 
were waiting to meet Mr. Macdowall, 
and here our narrative of his trip must 
end. Mr. Mathewson, in answer to a 
question about the country he had been 
over, said that it was simply grand. He 
was perfectly astounded at what he had 
seen, and was more than charmed with 
the scenery and the climate. He would, 
he said, have set anyone down as a first- 
class prevaricator who would have told 
him that there was such a grand country 
en the Saskatchewan. He was delighted 
with his tiip, aud would do all he could 
to make known the advantages this dis- 
trict offered as a field for immigration. 
Our crops, he remarked, were far ahead 
of anything he had seen in Manitoba or 
along the line of railway as far as Qu’- 
Appelle and as a grazing country he had 
no where seen its equal. I am surprised, 
said Mr. Mathewson, to see such a large 
and compact settlement, with snug farms 
and good farm houses, surrounding such 
a well built and thriving town ao remote 
a distance from a railway. I will carry 
away with me nothing but ‘he most fa- 
vorable impressions of this District, and 
if I ever have occasion to go into farming 
to this place will I come.and will strongly 
advise all I come across hereafter to do 
the same. Mr. Macdowall and the other 
geutlemen of the party all speak in the 


; highest terms of the Shell River and 


Carlton country, and thivk that it is 
ahead of anything between the rivers for 
farming purposes as well as for stock 
raiving. 


TOWN COUNCIL. 


A regular meeting of the Council was 
held on Monday evening last. Coun. 
Donaldson occupied the chair. Present, 
—Couns. Donaldson, Goodfellow, Mair,

was crossed and a halt made for the 
night. The found the land between the 
Snake Plain and Carlton of as good a 
quality as that along the Sheil River, 
and far surpassing in richness any expec- 
tations they had formed. At Carlton a 
great amount of damage had been done 
te some of the crops by gophers. An 
effort has been made by some of the 
farmers to exterminate the pests, but the 
task proved futile. For every gopher 
they killed, two seemed to spring up in- 
stead. The aettlers are at a loss to 
account for their numbers this season, as 
they hace never been seen there in any 
numbers before. It is supposed that 
owing to the plains becoming very dry 
they were furced down to the river, and 
as the farms which suffered are near the 
river, they thus fell a prey to the con- 
gregated gophers. On Friday a drive of 
two or three hours through a beautiful 
and fertile etretch of prairie eountry 
prought the party to Duck Lake. Many 
of the half-breeds after the rebellion 
abandoned their lands, but are now re- 
turning, and numerous new farm houses 
were seen in course of erection on the 
trail from Carlton to Duck Lake. A call 
was made atthe Indian agency, after 
which a visit was made to the historic 
battlefield of Duck Lake. There were 
two members of the party present who 
took part in that memorable conflict.
